wig Erhard, who directed W’est 
Germany’s miraculous postwar 
economic recovery, was elected 
chancellor 
today 
to

Konrad Adenauer. 
West Germany’s lower house, 
the Bundestag, voted 279-180 to 
elevate the 66-year-old 
Erhard 
to the top government spot left 
vacant by Adenauer’s reluctant 
retirement 
Tuesday.

were 24 abstentions and one in­ 
valid vote. 
Needed 250 to Win 
Erhard needed 250 votes to 
win. 
His 
Christian 
Democrat* 
were joined by their partners in 
the 
coalition 
government, 
the 
Free Democrats. The Socialists 
voted against him. 
The chancellor will go before

Erhard has

F O O T P R IN T S O N T H E S A N D S O F T IM E 
The ‘ image” of the American businessman and 
industrialist, as projected by our intellectuals, has 
generally been one of a cheater who would sell 
his own mother into slavery for a fast buck. The 
meat packers, according to the fiction of Upton 
Sinclair, made money out of poisoned beef; the 
airplane manufacturers, as depicted in a recently 
popular Broadway play, have been willing to risk 
their own aviator sons in defective planes in time 
of war. 
In the days when I was doing a column of 
book criticism, this sort of stuff came over my 
desk regularly. Like any cliche, it got to be a 
bore. It also happened to be a tremendous dis­ 
tortion of the truth, as I came to know when I 
deserted the book world to write corporation 
stories for a business magazine. 
The w'orld of business is like any other world. 
a mixture of elements. It has produced villians, 
no doubt, but it has also produced saintly char­ 
acters, such as my friend Spencer Heath. 
Mr. Heath died last week at the age of 86 in 
his native Virginia, and was buried in a family 
plot in the Shenandoah Valley town of Winchester. 
The news of his death caused only the faintest 
of ripples, for he had been a quiet man for many 
years. There were only a few to remember that 
he was one of the great originating pioneers in 
the field of aviation manufacturing, and I doubt 
that there were ten people in the country who 
recalled the details of his effort to force manu­ 
facturing rectitude on the United States govern­ 
ment in its aviation program for World War I. 
Spencer Heath was the first man in the United 
States to develop a machine for the mass produc­ 
tion of airplane propellers. His factory in Balti­ 
more was turning out some 250 propellers a day 
when the United States entered World War I in 
1917. Naturally, the government depended almost 
entirely upon the celebrated "Paragon” propellers 
that came from the Heath factory. No American- 
made plane was produced in time to carry such 
aces as Eddie Rickenbacker up over the German 
lines, but manufacturers 
like Mr. Heath gave it 
a good try. and if the 
w-ar had lasted a little 
longer the "Paragon” propeller would surely have 
made an enviable wartime record. On May 16, 
1919, a “Paragon” powered the first airplane, a 
Navy "N-C” seaplane, to fly from Trepassey in 
Newfoundland to the Azores. 
As long as Mr. Heath made propellers to his 
own specifications, they were good ones. But at 
one point during the war the government ordered 
a type which Mr. Heath 
felt was quite unsound. 
When he presented an alternative design, he was 
informed, "Mr. Heath, this is wartime. You make 
those propellers, or we’ll shoot you." 
With a federal gun at his head. Spencer Heath 
om plicd with government orders. He was. after 
all. under military discipline. But before shipping 
the propellers out he had a rubber stamp made 
which read: "Made under protest. Condemned by 
manufacturer." This warning was stamped on 
every defective propeller that left the factory. 
H ie stamp still in the proud possession of the 
Heath family. When he tried to trace the fate of 
the defective 
propellers 
he 
had made 
under 
duress, Mr. Heath was told they had wound up 
in a warehouse in Texas. 
After World War I Spencer Heath made tfie 
first practical engine-powered, controllable and 
reversible pitch propeller. This did for aircraft

BRILLIANT FAMILY 
A member of a distinguished family has 
died. 
This was Lyman Beecher Stowe, a 
biographer, historian and philanthropist 
who was the grandson of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, author of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 
The family had other noted members. 
Lyman’s great uncle, Henry Ward Beecher, 
was a famous pulpit orator, and active in 
civic affairs, especially during the Civil War. 
Henry's father, another Lyman, was a 
gifted preacher whose oratory provoked re­ 
ligious rioting in Boston in the early 19th 
century. 
Harriet Beecher Stowe herself would 
have been remembered if she had never 
written “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 
Her “Old- 
town Folks,” a story of Maine, still holds its 
place in our literature. But “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” was her supreme achievement. Lin-

Crystals may also 
I form in tho skin of the car or other parts, and 
j they may form in the kidneys where they may 


I cause kidney stones and may seriously damage 
the kidneys. 
If a [>erson with gouty arthritis is not treated, 
the attack will clear up after about two we*‘k.s, 
; but several months later another attack will occur. 
These attacks come on at shorter and shorter in­ 
tervals and become longer in duration until a 
chronic unrelieved gouty state exists. This was a 
common occurrence in the past, hut rarely, if 
ever, happens now. 
Persons with gouty ancestors or who, for any 
reason, are suspected of having a gouty tendency 
can be recognized by en increased uric acid level 
in the blood and then wiih skillful management 
may go through life without ever having an acute 
attack. 
They should drink iwo or three quarts 
of water daily as this helps to keep the uric acid 
from crystallizing in the urine and causing stones. 
They should avoid all purine-rich foods such as 
glandular cuts (sweetbreads, liver and kidney*), 
meat extracts (bouillon or consomme), anchovies 
and sardines but, as in diabetes, diet alone is not 
enough. 
It is necessary' to take one of tho drugs 
that causes elimination of uric acid without caus­ 
ing a less of essential nutrients in the blood.

WASHINGTON 
— Attorney 
General Kennedy has just made 
a remarkable statement to the 
House Judiciary Committee on 
the whole subject of civil rights 
legislation. In a nutshell, he rec­ 
ognizes that the measure report­ 
ed 
out 
by 
the 
subcommittee, 
while desirable in its objectives, 
goes too far and might even im­ 
peril the ultimate enactment of 
the entire program. 
In the course of his testimony, 
the Attorney General suggested 
some ways to diminish opposi­ 
tion to the bill. 
He said, for 
instance, that it would bo unwise 
for the Federal government to 
interfere in state, county and city 
elections and that it should con­ 
fine itself to Federal elections. 
But Mr. Kennedy’s main objec­ 
tion was to the wide sweep of 
authority which the pending bill 
would give to the Federal govem- 
fm ent to regulate customer rela- 
‘ tions 
in 
"public 
accommoda­ 
tions.” 
He said that the prin­ 
ciple behind the bill — namely, 
that all forms of racial discrim­ 
ination are equally objectionable 
—is a morale one, but that he 
believes the original anti-discrim­ 
ination proposal, which did not 
attempt to extend Federal law 
to cover every form of "public 
accommodations,” was a much 
better approach. 
Mr. Kennedy 
feels that many of the problems 
can 
be 
solved 
by 
voluntary 
means. He declared: 
"We were reluctant to extend 
Federal 
power 
beyond 
those 
areas 
where 
it 
was 
clearly 
needed to meet existing prob­ 
lems. 
The 
sub-committee 
has 
added to this coverage a catch­ 
all which prohibits discrimina­ 
tion in any business operating 
under state or local ‘authoriza­ 
tion. permission, or license.' This 
addition meets none of the cri­ 
teria we thought important. . . . 
"What 
businesses 
are 
cov­ 
ered by this provision are un­ 
clear. It would seem to extend 
Federal regulation to law firms, 
medical partnerships and clinics, 
p r i v a t e 
schools, 
apartment 
houses, 
insurance 
companies, 
banks, and, potentially, to all 
businesses which a state does not 
affirmatively ban. And its ap­ 
plication, if a narrower interpre­ 
tation is proper, is in any event 
uneven to the extent that it de­ 
pends 
upon 
widely 
divergent 
state licensing practices to de­ 
termine its coverage.” 
Mr. Kennedy pointed out that, 
while excesses by the police have 
occurred, the proposed use of 
broad 
injunctive 
power might 
create 
newr 
problems 
for 
the 
Federal 
government. 
He 
said 
said that before the proposed 
section of the pending bill could 
be used, it would have to be 
clear “that a Federally protect­ 
ed right has been or is about to 
be violated.” He continued: 
"It would be a mistake to as­ 


sume 
that 
all 
demonstrations 
are protected because their aims 
are 
consistent 
with 
national 
policy and are supported by the 
vast majority of the American 
people — like peaceful protests 
against 
racial 
discrimination. 
Limitations 
may 
be 
Constitu­ 
tionally imposed upon the time 
of demonstrations, their dura­ 
tion, their olace and the num- 
l>er of people. Not all demonstra­ 
tions are protected by the First 
and 
Fourteenth 
Amendments. 
Thus, no matter how bitterly 
they may be resented, not all 
offensive police conduct in con­ 
nection with civil rights demon­ 
strations would tie within the 
reach of Title III.” 
The Attorney General spoke 
of the basic danger of relying 
on injunctions to control in ad­ 
vance the actions of local police. 
He said: 
“One 
result 
might 
be 
that 
state and local authorities would 
abdicate their law enforcement 
responsibilities, thereby creating 
a vacuum in authority which 
could be filled only by Federal 
force. This, in turn — if it is to 
be faced squarely — would re­ 
quire creation of a national po­ 
lice force. This is a step which 
is historically, and w-ith good 
reason, abhorrent to our Feder­ 
al system. I am sure all mem­ 
bers of the committee would be 
opposed to such a drastic devel­ 
opment unless all means of deal­ 
ings with the underlying injus­ 
tices fail.” 
The 
subcommittee 
has 
also 
proposed the establishment of a 
Fair Employment P r a c t i c e s 
Commission and would give wide 
authority 
to such a body. But 
inasmuch 
as a measure of this 
kind 
wrould 
have to ergulate 
the operations of labor unions, it 
is apparent that the Administra­ 
tion sees trouble ahead. The At­ 
torney General said: 
"At the same time, I recog­ 
nize that there are some experi­ 
enced members of Congress w’ho 
feel that the inclusion of this 
provision 
in the 
omnibus bill 
could make it more difficult to 
secure a rule from the Rules 
Committee and could even jeop­ 
ardize ultimate passage of the 
omnibus bill.” 
Unquestionably Mr. Kennedy 
is aware that opposition to the 
bill has been mounting and that 
this might mean its defeat. As a 
practical step, therefore, he has 
been urging that the provisions 
which have raised mast of the 
protest should be eliminated or 
modified. This is the customary 
tactic in Congress in trying to 
get legislation enacted on a com­ 
promise basis. But all the pro­ 
ponents of the legislation, par­ 
ticularly those who have been 
leading 
street 
demonstrations, 
may not understand the niceties 
of legislative procedure. That’s 
what sets up a real dilemma for 
the Administration.

A fewr months ago, I wrote 
a column about this place. Kays 
Gary of the Charlotte Observer 
asked me to do it. 
I asked for 
foreign coins from readers. What 
you sent comes to $40,000 in 
nickels, dimes, dollars, old coins, 
foreign 
coins, 
w eliding 
rings, 
diamond rings, checks, t.v. sets, 
air 
conditioning 
units, 
cribs, 
blankets, 
p a i n t , 
playground 
swings, and prayers. 
Sister Marie Patrice, founder 
of Holy Angels, can’t believe it. 
I sat watching the dedication 
ceremony of the buildings, and I 
watched her. 
She is a chronic 
heart case, but she will not quit 
Ijecauso the Sjate of North Caro­ 
lina has no home for chronically 
sick ini ants--the mongoloids, the 
hydrocephalics, the mentally de­ 
ficient. the club-footed. 
A Baptist minister delivered 
the invocation. 
He has a baby 
among the patients.

young and dark and fervent.

The cribs are 
spotless, 
the blankets in robin 
egg blues and pinks. The babies 
—yes, the babies.

mongoloids have oriental eyes. 
When 
Sister

sneaks her hand between

tion with Bridey began in 1952 
when a friend, Mrs. Hugh B. 
Tighe, agreed at a party to let

Bernstein 
had

experimenting 
with 
hypnosis 
for 
IO 
years 
before 
that. 
While in deep hypnosis, Mrs. 
Tighe began describing in de­ 
tail episodes in the life of B ri­ 
dey Kathleen Murphy, including 
that she was bom in Cork in 
1789 and died in Belfast in 1964. 
As she lay as though in sleep 
and talked, Mrs. Tighe’s speech 
and mannerisms were those of 
an Irish girl of little education. 
Bernstein wrote his book on 
the basis of this and later ses­ 
sions with Mrs. Tighe, who aj>- 
peared in the book as “ Ruth 
Simmons.”

stated. Today’s frozen food in- I 
d us try accounts for more than 
7 million pounds of food with an 
estimated retail value of some 
4,000 million dollars. The growth 
of ^he frozen food industry has 
affected 
the 
food 
production, 
marketing, and consumption pat­ 
terns of our nation, and to a les­ 
ser extent, that of the world, 
says Louise M. Kakargo, assist­ 
ant home demonstration agent. 
Freezing food to preserve it 
has 
long 
been 
practiced, 
but 
widespread

awaited scientific discoveries and 
equipment 
development. 
About 
1865, fish was frozen on a small 
scale commercially, primarily to 
preserve it during transportation.

tinue to gain more space in the 
frozen food display cases since 
their introduction a year or so 
ago.

large size bags. Users can easily 
remove the amount needed, and

A recent U. S. Department of 
Agriculture

most frozen food items are high­ 
er in cost to consumers than

Frozen or­ 
ange juice concentrate cost less 
than half as much as its home- 
prepared counterpart, according 
to the study.

Consumers are no doubt 
aware of the price advantage of 
large volume
